RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In an Office Action dated July 21, 2008, the Examiner required restriction under 

35 U.S.C. § 121 between Group I - claims 18-26 and 28-31, drawn to a method and 
apparatus of determining integer ambiguity (by using GPS position device, fixed 
reference station and move quantity detection unit; Group II - claim 32, drawn to an 
apparatus (a GPS positioning system comprising reference station, GPS positioning 
device and communication path); or Group III claims 33-34, drawn to an apparatus (a 
mobile reference station comprising movement quantity detection unit). 

In a telephone conference dated August 8, 2008, the Examiner stated that claim 
27 should have been included in Group I, so that Group I should correctly include claims
